WASHINGTON (IP — P residen t 
; Eisenhower told the A m erican Le­ 
gion today that he will ask Con­ 
gress in Janu ary for a substan­ 
tially stronger military reserve to 
keep America powerful and secure 
against the threat of Russia. 
He said the United States had 
“ failed m iserably" to m aintain a 
properly strong and ready reserv e 
and he would seek to reverse this 
failure in the next Congress. 
“ Wishful thinking and political 
timidity must no longer bar a pro­ 
g ram 
so 
absolutely 
essential to 
our defense,” he said in an address 
for the 36th annual convention of 
the Legion.

Both Europe and Asia .suffered

In some p aces, it was a1 
most impossible to find good lead 
ors with a background of expert 
once and at the same time a clear 
record of opposition to our recent 
enemies 
Liberals ami even moderate con­ 
servatives often were pained at 
the grubby alliances the West felt 
itself forced to make to assist ce r­ 
tain countries back toward health 
and stability 
But sometimes a 
reactionary or a onetime colla bor 
ator was the only choice short of 
yielding the palm to the advancing 
Communist empire 
Happily for the West. and espe 
cially for America, there were out 
standing exceptions to this dreary 
pattern 
Occasionally, real leaders 
were found, men who had all the 
qualities and prerequisites and who 
seemed to be made for these dif­ 
ficult times 
Such a man was the late, honor­ 
ed Ernst Reuter, doughty mayor 
of West Berlin, who stood up to 
the Communists while under their 
very noses 
Such a man is Chan­ 
cellor Konrad Adenauer of West 
Germany, firm friend of the West, 
of European unity, and of peace.

This hard school trained him well 
for the tasks of postwar leadership 
in the postwar days when a shaky 
Italian republic was seeking to re­ 
establish itself 
He held the fort 
stoutly against

1945 to 1953 he was the principal 
factor in regaining for Italy the 
world respect it had lost through 
the depredations and antics of Mils 
soiini.
